"Facta and Acts." 

The above is the title of a oloscly-pritiled 
pamphlet- of fiixteen pages, just published 
and in process of circulation, by J. H. Bat- 
tgcloi), Expressman, It is atidressed " to 
the peopje of; British CoJumbia" by "One 
•of Themselves," and is dessigned to set forth 
what has been and is sriH poing on in the 
sisfer.'cblotiy, under the name iif Britisli rule." 
We aro'glad that British Columbia is at 
length .waking up to assert its rights, and 
resist the irresponsible and blundering sys- 
tem of JJiwrule Jnder whicli it has for the 
past two years been almost passively sutfer- 
ing. " Who would be free, themselves must 
strike the blow." 

We propose to refer briefly to a few of the 
more salient points in this pamphlet. The 
great monopoly, and its late chief factor, are 
soundly and deservedly drubbed. The for- 
inerjis described as " a Company of Furriers 
whicn has been at variance with immigrants 
to British Columbia, ever sincer its formation 
into a recognized colony of GTreat Britain." 
We presume th« writer means to say, they 
have been at variance with immigration 
thither, since they have made no secret of 
their chagrin at the jirospect of its ceasing 
to be a wilderness. " Othello's occupation's 
gone," when civilization and population in- 
vade tlie Company's long secreted haunts. 
The ex-cliief factor is cliaracterizetl as a 
" Governor in whom the people of British 
Columbia^have never placed confidence," — 
as controlled rn his public and private course 
by the interests of the " Furriers," — and as 
eminently qualified to " retire from public 
lile> ; . 

"Absettteeistnf':: lis treated to" some 'caustic 
rebukes, under which the truant officials 
cannot fail to wince. 

One of the strongest points is made in 
connection with the proclamation system of 
taxation and government. It does us good 
to find, that Anglo-Saxon blood is beginning 
to boil at the outrageous system of things, 
under which "taxes are levieil, collected, 
and expended, without the consent of the peo- 
ple" It is time "the people" sot themselves 
in hostile array, against being ruled by 
"martiai law." The. right to a voice in pub- 
lioiafiairs'ns not forfeited by emigration from 
Great Britain to her colonies, or from one 
colony to another. It i85tno/«naft/c, and no 
appeal to a "patent"' of, the "Queen's sanc- 
tion,''- can redeem the character of a thirig 
which is 7(7ico?wfi<u«ionaJ, and directly at war 
with all that is most dear to British freemen 
the world over. Her Majesty is too tlio- 
rough an Englishwoman to permit her 'sanc- 
tion' to be used in support of a system, 
which all her enlightened subjects unite to 
condemn. But for "his own ;ui(i xpectal 
pleader's ropresenliilidns'' .-u h->,ni\ the (^leen 
wiJiihl long ago liave beei> .startled lu find 
that cotislitulional rnMnarch iis she is lier 
"sanction is prostituted to sustain '-Absohi- 
tism" in this remote part of her Kmpire! 

Land'^Reform is another prominent sub- 
ject to which ^attention is directed. A sys- 
tem of free grants to actuai' settlers is advo- 
cated; five shillings sterling per acre for 
rural lands : — definition and rigorous exact- 
tioti of itaprmements—and exqiasion of spec- 
ulafor8''fr6th ' purchasing at upset prices. 
. The "Proclamation Bungler" is demon- 
strated to have produced "no intelligible, 
satisfactory land system ; while by a "side- 
wind clause," capitalists are especially fa- 
Yored, and speculation is courted. 

The misi;hieTOUj effects of nver-ta.\ation 
are well exhibited, and tlio folly of expect- 
tiiig to accotnplisli the needed public im- 
proveiiientB by imposts on the miner's food, 
and the toiling qnailrnpeda who carry it to 
to him, is clearly exposed. 

By far the nio.st forcible, self-evident por- 
tioK'of the pamphlet is'tho'ooYiolusion which 
urges as THE great want of British Colum- 
bia, A Legislative Assembly." Only by 
i;e,ouring this can a colonial credit be estah- 
lishBd, on the strength of which money .^an 
he got to carry out the public improvements, 
lorwant of- whicli the country i.s suliering 
every day. Only thus can the financial 
affairs of the colony be put on a proper foot- 
ing, its customs regulated, and its taxes ren- 
dtsied just and Cf]ual. Only thus can the 
absurd and grasping land claims of the H. 
B. Co. ba equitably disposed of. Only thus 
can this British colony of the far-west estab- 
lish suitable relations with sister provinces 
at the far-east. 

To secure this, it is well said that ther» is 
only one course open; "we must carry our 
respectful but firm prayer beyond petty 
absolutisni and.:tenaoious cliques, to the 
throne of our graoious, Queen." Petitions 
might as 'Well be sent to the dead 'letier 
fllco at once, as dirocted to Her Majesty, 



care of the issuer of Prnclamntion.s. So 
tenacious is he of his irresponsible absolut- 
i'^in, that he frowns on the idea uf a Council 
for British Columbia', though all its-members 
would be his own appointees- and creatures. 
A Cbuncil would be only a temporaryillu- 
sion. .The country needs and mtist have a 
luegislature, elected' by the people- and re- 
sponsible to the people. Then there will be 

hope of it. ' ii > '.TCr 

We predict for this paniphl'et a wide cir- 
culation, and a useful mission. It advocates 
precisely the reforms for which this paper 
has over and over again contended; so 
much so, that we have been accused of 
poking our lingers into British Columbia's 
pie. Sow the pamphlet broadcast, say wo; 
get up public meetings in every settlement, 
no matter how many government hirelings 
hoot " jackasses." Pour in petitions; ring 
the knell of atsolutism : and let all the 
world and the .'est of manltind know that 
" Britons never will be slaves." 

DowNiiiciiT RoiiuEiiv. — The system 
adopted by Colleclor Hamly,(and authorized 
by his Excellency's Proclamation,) oi as- 
sessing the duties on all goods bought in 
Victoria and San Francisco, at New West- 
minster rates, is nothing more nor less than 
robbery — and ' the' meanest kind', at 'that. 
Up-country merchants might as well be told 
at once : — you shall purchase your goods at 
the capital, or else, yjBu^shall^.be made to 
pay the price some dtheV way. ETvery stea- 
mer that leaves here for Fraser river, carries 
at least fifty barrels of fTour, the market 
value of which is S5 TocSi) 50 in Victoria^ 
and the duty should honestly be but 07 1 2(i 
f)5 cents per bairel. But our model Collec. 
lor insists that as the market value of fl'our 
is S7 in Westmmster, the importer must pay 
70 cents per barrel duty [ And so with 
other articles. Shirts that ire sold at Port 
Douglas, Hope and Yais at S12 per dozen, 
have been marked at the Custo.m Eiouse as 
worth S1.5 in Westmintter, and payment of 
duly compelled at that rate. Bacon, costing 
14 oeats per pound iit Victoria, is marked to 
i5al6 cents; Lard, costing 17 1-2 cents, is 
called worth 19 ;-rand so on.- If this is a 
fair mode of collecting revenne; we want to 
know what constitutes the crime of highway 
robbery ! Putting a pistol to a man's hnad 
and demanding his money, is a laughing 
matter compared with this method ; — be- 
cause, in that ease, you have the- law to 
appeal to ; bat in the other, law is all on 
one side, and justice has not yet made its 
appearance in either colony, to decide be- 
t^^•een the two. Tilers i.s no use appealing 
to the Czar of Vancouver Island and its de- 
pendencies for a reform ; — we must look to 
the Home Government, if we wish redress— 
and business men and miners 'should unite 
in signing a mammoth petition,' asking for a 
change of government. If the' impositions 
already being carried out are submitted to 
tamely, we may look for still greater usurpa- 
tions of power. 

A Russia Salvs; District. — The street 
leading to and in front of the Hook and Lad- 
der Co.'s house, is almost itnpassable on 
account of the mud. In case of lire, it will 
be ainiost impossible to get the machine ten 
feet from the door. In oonnequence of the 
tenacity with which the rhnd in that vicinity 
adheres to the boots and clothes of pedestri- 
ans, it has been styled the "Russia Salve 
District." The authorities should attend to 
laying planks in this locaHty, as the 11. and 
I>. Co. have expended all their ready means 
in jirocuring the apparatus and building the 
house. The chain-gang might be very pro- 
fitably employed in making the necessary 
repairs. 

(Quails. — II. N. Peers, I-'sfj.. of Colquits 
Farm, has received thrniigh the kindness ol 
E. D. Warhass. I'N(|., of San Juan Island, a 
lot of California quails, which he has turned 
loose on his farm for the purpose of ,'?tocking 
the Island with that excellent game. .;\s 
the biriis have been obtained at a consider, 
able trouble and expense, iMr. P. would lake 
it as a particular favor if 8|X)rtsmon and 
others will refrain from shooting them until 
they shall have made a considerable in- 
crease — say two years hence. 

GENF.nAi. TiiAi)!-:. — Although tlio order^* 
received from the river by the last steam- 
ers wore very light, and business is ilull in 
town just at present, we may look lor an 
improvement shortly, as the large number of 
mbn on' their way up will soon require sup- 
plies for the summer. The coming season, 
if taken advantage of by our merchants, will 
doubtless prove a busy and profitable ono. 

Stealing a Monkky-Jacket. — Charles 
Rawlins, a marine, on the Ganges was ac- 
cused of stealing a coat from a messmate 
and soiling it. The prisoner wished to 
make a defence; but his counsel insisted 
that he must plead guilty — so he will grace 
the chain-gang for the next three months. 
Rawlins wears a medal for bravery in the 
Crimean war. It is really a pity that he 
should be sent to work in the streets.
